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REMARKS 

The present application includes claims 34-64 Claims. Claims 34-64 were 
rejected. By this Amendinent, claims 34 and 48 have been amended andncw claim 65 
has been added. ^ [

Claims 34-64 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragrapli as not 
complying with the enablement requirement. Specifically, the Examiner Rejected claims 
34-64 due to the appearance of the term "independent" in independent cl|ms 34 and 48. 

The term "independent" has been removed from the claims as indicated bjy the Examiner.

Additionally, independent claims 34 and 48 have been amended t<^ include the 
limitation that t the frequency of the second tonal component is matched tp the frequency 
of the input tonal component Additionally, independent claims 34 and 48 have been 
amended to include the limitation that the output tonal signal includes both the input tonal 
component and the second tonal component. Additionally, independent claims 34 and 
48 have been amended to include the limitation that the time duration of the output signal 
is greater than the time duration of the input signal. 

Although no rejection in light of the prior art was included in the most recent 
Office Action, in a previous Office Action, the Examiner rejected the claims in light of 
the background section of the present patent application and Vaseghi f'Advanced Signal 
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Processing and Digital Noise Reduction," Chapter 9). However, amendel claims 34 and 
48 are respectfully submitted to be firee of the prior art For example, neittier the 
background section nor Vaseghi teaches any time extension of tonal comij^onents, such os 

DTMF tones. In feet, the cited section of Vaseghi only sets for a methodojlogy for a 

l' 

discrete Fourier transform (DFT).

Thus, mdependent claims 34 and 48 are respectfully submitted to be free of the 
prior art and allowable. Additionally, their respective dependent clmms 3^-47 and 49-64 
are also respectfully submitted to be free of the prior art and allowable. 



Additionally, new independent claim 65 has been added. Clahn 6f j recites similar 
limitations to independent claims 34 and 48 and is con<;equently also respectfully 
submitted to be allowable. 



The Applicant is also eager to work with the Examiner to resolve the present case, 
for example by considering claim amendments suggested by the Examiner in a
